A Brief History 





The Arizona State Hospital way origi- 
nally knoww ay the Territorial Insane 
Aylum. Aw Imprint from the original 
seal ty ow the face of thiy program. 
(Only 100 of these programy have w 
Gold Embossed seal) The cemetery way 
plotted for 3,700 gravey with about 
2,420 occupied. Iw 1935 wfire de- 
stroyed the recordy prior to- 1929. 

Iw 1952 the cemetery way reorganized. 
New cement stones and a numbering 
system implemented. 

We do have two record books that have 
namey and burial datey for 6 Dec 1929 
through 4 Jaw 1950 and 10 Jaw 1950 
through 25 Aug 1967. The oldest 
knoww gravestone honors Nicholas H. 
Pruett .Borw17 Apr 1859 and Died 6 
Sept 1888. Eight more stoney with 
namey have been located. 

Volunteery are continuing to research 
ond care for thiy Pioneer Cemetery.

The Citatiow 
way for gallantry iw the fight betweew 
Paymaster Wham’y escort and robbers. 
Mays walked and crawled at least two- 
miley to get help. Following discharge 
he stayed iv Arizona. Ke iy buried iw 
thin cemetery.
